a) The prior art of record does not teach all the limitations of the claimed 
invention including: 

A loading mechanism in a recording and reproduction apparatus including a tray 
receiving an information recording medium, the loading mechanism moving the tray 
between a position at which information is recorded on or reproduced from the 
information recording medium and a position at which the information recording medium 
is removable from the tray, the loading mechanism comprising a groove part for guiding 
the tray, the groove part being provided to one of the tray and a holding member holding 
the tray; and a projecting part for guiding the tray, the projecting part being provided to 
the other one of the tray and the holding member, the projecting part fitting with said 
groove part with play being provided there-between, wherein an amount of the fitting of 
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said groove part with said projecting part differs between first and second positions, the 
first position being more distant from a center part of a portion of the tray on which 
portion the information recording medium is placed than the second position.
